mails removed, Getatned and other- 
wise interfered with. The reply 
does not mention this phase of the 
controversy. The protest was in the 
form of a memorandum of instruc- 
tions to Ambassador Page at Lon- 
don. It stated specifically that the 
American govarnment was inclined 
to consider that parcel post ship-’ 
ments were subject to the same treat- 
ment accorded goods sent by freight 
or express. 

In regard to parcel post shipments, 
the communication says “merchan- 
dise shipped under the shape of par- 
cel post must not and shall not be 
treated differently from the merchan- 
dise shipped in any other way.“ 

RIGHT OF SEARCH. 


The allied governments assert their 
right to search general mail in the 
following language: 

“That the inviolability of postal

“IT am not going to limit that criti- 
cism to the National Guard. I have 
devoted nearly three months of my 
time to working just as hard as I 
know how, and this bill has run the 
gamut of the department, including 
the General Staff, the War College 
and all the other military bodies of 
the government. We have had the 
views of the representative men of 
these organizations and after we have 
undertaken to formulate a bill which 
seemed, in the committee, at least, to 
meet pretty generally the approval of 
the authorities, we find that not only 
the National Guard and its officers— 
and I sometimes fear a lobby is being 
maintained for that purpose—but of- 
ficers of the army around the halle 
of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives are interfering with this 
legislation through different Senators, 
instead of leaving the matter to the 
Representatives who have had it in 
hand and were responsible.” 

Senators Martin, Lee of Maryland 
and Smith and Hardwick of Georgia 
spoke in opposition to the Federal vol- 
unteer plan. 

Senator Smith urged his amendment 
for short enlistments in the regular 
army with at least ninety-six hours 
each month devoted to educational in- 
struction. Senator Hardwick wanted to

New Use for Spanish Main is 
Found by Dopesters.

Brought Here from Spain for 
Exceptional Abilities? 


Three alleged smuggiers, said to 
have been brought from the Spanish 
Main to ply their illicit trade here 
with the skill they had learned in 
the coves of old Castile, were identi- 
fied in Fresno yesterday as three of 
the fugitives who escaped after hold- 
ing up Detectives William Mann and 
Guy McAfee in the loft of an old 
theater on Jackson street, March 23, 
fleeing with fifty cans of opium. They 
were arrested by the Fresno officials 
while attempting to peddle the opium 
which they had wrenched from the 
grasp of the two detectives in as 
sensational a situation as smugglers 
have ever created in this city. 

Detectives Mann and McAfee iden- 
tified the trio when photographs of 
the trio were sent here from the 
north.
